New  Mexico  ranchmen  will  have  an  opportunity  to  study  the  grass  reseeding 

experiments  of  the  U.  S.  Dry-Land  Field  Station  at  Tucumcari  September  7,  when 

the  station  sponsors  a  grass  reseeding  field  day  in  cooperation  with  the  Soil 

Conservation  Service  and  the  New  Mexico  Extension  Service, 

A  tour  of  the  station,  a  study  of  the  grass  reseeding  tests,  and  a  tour  of 

the  Canadian  River  Soil  Conservation  District  will  feature  the  day's  program. 

BASE  LOAN  RATES  *QR  COTTON  ANNOUNCED 

The  base  loan  rates  for  New  Mexico  cotton  are  21.1  cents  a  pound  in 

Artesia,  Carlsbad,  and  Hagerman,  and  21.09  cents  in  Las  Cruces  and  Ro swell,  C.  V, 

Hemphill,  chairman  of  the  state  AAA  Committee,  said  today.    These  base  rates 

apply  to  15/16  inch  middling  cotton,  net  weight. 

Cotton  ginned  in  Harding,  Quay,  and  Roosevelt  counties  will  be  classed  in  the 

Smith-Doxy  classing  office  in  Lubbock.    Cotton  ginned  in  other  New  Mexico  counties 

will  be  classed  in  El  Paso. 

HOW  TO  MAKE  CEILING  PRICES  STICK 

With  the  addition  of  used  garden  tractors  and  tractor-mounted  mowers  to  the 

list,  there  is  now  a  price  ceiling  on  almost  all  used  farm  machinery.  District 

OPA  officials  are  urging  New  Mexico  farmers  to  make  sure  of  ceiling  price  before 

they  buy  or  sell  a  used  implement. 

NET/  MEXICO  SCHOOLS  GET  READY  FOR  WINTER 

Twelve  schools  that  will  have  school  lunch  programs  this  year  have  canned 

21,000  pounds  of  green  peas  at  seven  canning  centers  in  eastern  New  Mexico.  The 

schools  in  Forrest,  Grady,  House,  Rosedale,  Causey,  Rogers,  Arch,  Dora,  Quay, 

Texico,  Highway,  and  Lingo  cooperated  in  the  program. 

Following  plans  outlined  by  Gordon  H.  Wood,  of  WFA's  Office  of  Distribution, 

and  Frank  E.  Wimberly,  state  supervisor  of  vocational  agriculture,  school  officials 


and  civic  clubs  established  canning  centers  at  Rosedale,  Causey,  Rogers,  Lingo, 
Arch,  Dora,  and  Clovis. 

Under  its  price  support  program,  Y/BA  furnished  green  peas  purchased  from 
New  Mexico  truck  growers  and  the  department  of  vocational  agriculture  provided 
canning  equipment  and  part  of  the  supervision. 

"All  the  school  officials  deserve  great  credit  for  the  part  they  played," 
}/Ir.  Wood  said,    "And  that 'goes  especially  for  Superintendent  Agrie  Jones,  of 
the  Roosevelt  County  Schools,  and  for  Alan  L.  Staley,  instructor  of  vocational 
agriculture  at  Clovis  High." 

KEHPHIIL  ANNOUNCES  LOAN  RATES  ON  SUDAN  GRASS  SEED 

The  loan  rate  on  thrasher-run  Sudan  grass  seed  that  scores  85  per  cent  or 
better  in  a  germination  test  is  $5.00  per  hundred  pounds,  C.  V.  Hemphill,  chairman 
of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  said  today.    Borrowers  who  store  their  seed  on  the 
farm  will  also  get  a  storage  allowance  of  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

Other  loan  rates  for  bulk  Sudan  grass  seed'  follow;    80  to  85  per  cent 
germination,  $4»75j     75  to  80  per  cent  germination,  $4.50;    and  70  to  75  per 
cent  germination,  04 .25. 

"Seed  of  lower  than  70  per  cent  germination  is  not  eligible  for  a  loan," 
Mr,  Hemphill  said. 

BULLDOZER  :*QVES  IN  ON  TUCUMCARI 
They're  clearing  the  way  for  irrigation  in  the  Tucumcari  area,  where  a 
mesquite-clearing  bulldozer  is  working  day  and  night  to  get  land  ready  for 
irrigation.    The  Canadian  River  Soil  Conservation  Service  vti.ll  aid  in  bringing 
the  new  Bureau  of  Reclamation  irrigation  project  into  war  food  production  as  soon 
as  possible.    Comparative  records  show  that  the  bulldozer  can  clear  as  much 
mesquifce  in  an  hour  as  an  average  man  can  clear  by  hand  grubbing  in  ten  days. 

Mesquite-clearing  work  has  already  been  carried  out  on  the  farms  of  G,  Wilbur 
Jones,  1-Irs,  H.  Jones,  and  Newman  Parker. 
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UNRRA  MAY  ENTER  THE  TOOL  MARKET 
Congress  lias  provided  a  possible  outlet  for  some  of  the  CGC  stocks  of  domestic 
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wool  by  making  ^21,700,000  available  to  the  United  Nations  Rehabilitation  and 
Relief  Administration  for  the  procurement  of  domestic  raw  wool  from  the  government 
stockpile,  .  At  46  cents  a  pound,  grease  basis,  the  funds  would  purchase  about 
50,000,000  pounds, 

CROP  PRODUCTION  PROSPECTS  ARE  GOOD 
.  Despite  dro\ith  and  near-drouth  conditions  in  part  of  the  nation,  the  total 

crop  production  in  the  United  States  this  year  is  likely  to  be  second  only  to  the 
1%2  record, 

j  Latest  USDA  crop  forecasts  include  1,132,000,000  bushels  of  wheat,  an  all-time 

record;  2,929,000,000  bushels  of  corn;  41  per  cent  more  apples  than  last  year, 
69  per  cent  more  peaches,  16  per  cent  more  pears,  300  per  cent  more  apricots,  and 
Ik     76  per  cent  more  cherries.    Tobacco  and  peanut  production  are  up;  production  of 
soybeans  and  potatoes  down, 

COTTON  FARMERS  GET  HIGH  YIELD  FROM  SMALL  ^CREAGE 
Above-average  yields  from  the  smallest  cotton  acreage  harvested  since  1895 

*  are  indicated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  first  cotton  crop  report  of  1944  a 
which  forecasts  a  crop  of  11,022,000  bales.    During  the  last  ten  years,  the 
nation's  cotton  crop  has  averaged  25,645,000  acres  and  produced  12,293,000  bales, 

*  During  the  twenties,  the  crop  averaged  38,250,000  acres  and  produced  only  13,124,000 
bales*.

NEW  MEXICO'S  1945  WHEAT  GOAL  IS  373 .000  ACRES 
With  New  Mexico rs  maximum  1945  wheat  goal  officially  set  at  373,000  acres,  the 
,     state's  wheat  producers  have  a  basis  for  determining  the  acreage  that  they 

plant,   ,   County  AAA  chairman,  pointed  out  today. 

The  1944  wheat  acreage  goal  was  400,000  acres. 
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AVERAGE  WOOL-  PRICE  -IS  'HIGH-  ■ 
The  4.2-cents-a -pound  average  price  that  producers  received  for  wool  in  June 
was  the  highest  price  reported  for  June  since  1919.    Mill  consumption  of  apparel 
wool  for  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  610,000,000 
pounds,  scoured  basis.    In  view  of  present  military  contracts,  prospects  "are 
considered  good  for  maintaining  the  current  high  rate  of  mill  consumption  for  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

PIG  CROP  IS  STILL  LARGE 
The  indicated  pig  crop  of  88,000,000  head  for  1944  is  a  sharp  reduction  from 
last  year,  but  it  would  still  be  the  third  largest  on  record. 

'Prices  of  hogs  rose  above  support  levels  in  early  July  and  will  probably 
remain  close  to  ceiling  levels  through  the  early  fall,  V/FA  officials  believe. 

CATTLE  I ELDING  MAY  INCREASE 
With  present  crop  indications  pointing  to  larger  feed  supplies  for  livestock, 
analysts  of  the  Bureau  of  agricultural  Economics  believe  that  cattle  feeding  may 
increase  this  fall  and  winter. 

LITTLE  LAMBS  MAY  BE  WORTH  MORE 
Because  of  a  reduced  lamb  crop  and  prospective  smaller  marketings  for  the 
rest  of  the  year,  WFA  officials  expect  lamb  prices  to  be  better  than  they  were 
last  year.  - 
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
